TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the County of 
Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
Monroe on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the yéar en- 
suing. | 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ’‘appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To choose Delegates to the Constitutional Convention. 

4. To see how much money the town will raise for the 
cemeteries. 

5. To see how much money the town will raise for Mem- 
orial purposes. 

6. To see how much money the town will raise for electric 
lights in the village. 

7. To see if the town will accept State Aid for highway 
construction under continuing plan. 

8. To see if the town will accept State Aid maintenance. 

9. To see how much money the town will raise for building 
and maintaining highways and bridges. 

10. To see how much money the town will raise for the 
libraries more than the law requires. 

11. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to dis- 
tribute the blank inventories at the time they appraise the 
property to be taxed. 
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12. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to raise 
money on town notes if necessary. 

13. To see if the town will raise any money to buy snow 
fence. 


14. To see what action the town will take about having 
the roads scraped in winter. 

15. To see if the town will apply for State Aid for McIndoes 
Bridge. 

16. To see if the town will vote to apply for State Aid on 
the Smith and Blair Bridges. 

17. To see if the town will raise an appropriation for white 
pine blister rust control. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not exceeding thirty thousand ($30,000) dollars for the 
construction of a permanent bridge across the Connecticut 
River, on the relocated main highway leading from the town 
of Monroe to the village of McIndoes in the town of Barnet, 
Vermont, in accordance with plans and specifications prepared 
by the state highway commissioner and approved by the board 
to determine the necessity of rebuilding said bridge as pro- 
vided by Chapter 85 of the Public Laws. 

19. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the issuance 
of its bonds in the aggregate principal amount of not exceed- 
ing thirty thousand ($30,000) dollars, payable to bearer and-or 
to the registered holders thereof not later than twenty (20) 
years after date, to provide funds for paying the share of the 
town in the cost of constructing the permanent bridge referred 
to in Article 18; and to see if the town will vote to delegate 
the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the time and 
place of payment and the rate of interest of said bonds and 
of providing for the sale thereof. 

20. To see if the town will vote to accept or to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to accept in its behalf the offer of Con- 
necticut River Development Company to reimburse the town 
in accordance with the terms of said offer in the amount that 
the complete cost of constructing the permanent bridge re- 
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ferred to in Article 18 exceeds the sum of thirty-seven thou-- 
sand five hundred ($37,500) dollars. 

21. ‘To see if the town will vote to discontinue that portion 
of the old bridge road extending from the old river road at a 
point about ten rods southeasterly from the easterly end of 
Lyman bridge in an easterly direction to a point on the south- 
erly side of the existing main highway between Monroe village 
and McIndoes, Vermont, about eight rods westerly from the 
junction of said highway with the road leading to Woodsville; 
and will vote to authorize proceedings to procure the consent 
of the court to such discontinuance. 

22. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the old river 
road, so-called, extending from the main highway between 
Monroe Village and McIndoes, Vermont, at a point about two 
rods easterly from the easterly end of Lyman bridge, in a 
southeasterly direction, passing the old Granite State grist- 
mill, to the old G. W. Stevens’ place; and will vote to author- 
ize proceedings to procure the consent of the court to such 
discontinuance. | 

23. To hear reports of town officers and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

24. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.
